The Lancaster County Board 


of Equalization's action last 
December in putting some 12.5 
million in escrow funds on tax 
lists has been ruled "wholly 
illegal and void" by District 
Judge Bartlett E. Boyle*. 


The judge aaaded down Us 


decision in two appeals filed 
by First Federal Savings n>nd 
Loan Association and U^Jon 
Loan and Savings, both of tin- 
coin. 


The total amount of escrow 


funds held by these two com- 
panies amounted to $2,313,654. 
If it had been taxed, the rate 
would have been 25 cents per 
$100. 


The County Board put es- 


crow funds held by these two 
companies, and also .$137,355 
held by Lincoln Federal .Sav- 
ings and Lean Assn., on tax 
lists last December 
after 


reaching the decisi.n that es- 
crow funds are ow> jd by the 
individuals and not the fund 
holders and are, 
therefore, 


taxable. 


The board based its deci- 


sion on an opinion delivered 
by the state attorney gener- 
al's 
office in 1964 and the 


county attorney in 1965 that 
money held by f i n a n c i a l 
institutions as escrow funds -if 
taxable. 
. Both companies appealed 
the board's decision to Lan- 
caster County District Court, 
both contending they owned 
the money, not the people 
who paid it into the escrow 
accounts. 


The two companies use the 


money they hold, such as es- 
crow funds, for loans and 
investments and pay taxes 
(also on a 25 cent per $100 
rate) on the profit from these 
transactions. 


Judge Boyles ruled Thurs- 


day that the money specifi- 
cally referred to by the county 
is not escrow money under 
terms of Nebraska law and 
therefore not taxable as es- 
crow money. 


The judge's ruling said that 


First Federal had a total of 
$2.003,869 in advance 
pay- 


ments 
as of Jan. 1, 1965, 


from its mortgage borrowers 
for the purpose of paying in- 
surance 
premiums, 
special 


assessments and real estate 
taxes and for paying princi- 
ple and interest upon mort- 
gage loans. 
U n i o n Savings and Loan, 


the judge said, had $309,785 
in it's accounts collected for 
the same reasons. 


Clot contested in the courts,

Thant warned that the pres- 


sure of events in Vietnam 
"is remorselessly leading to- 
wards a major war." 


He said he was "certain 


that my unwillingness to be 
available for a second term 
will not be misconstrued by 
those" who know of his faith 
in the United Nations and its 
"indispensability" to become 
an effective 
force to keep 


peace in the world. 


He said the Security Coun- 


cil should now consider it- 
self "unfettered" in its selec- 
tion of a successor — the 
fourth man to head the world 
body in its 21 years of exist- 
ence. 


Thant said in a lengthy 


statement 
t h a t 
he was 


"touched" by the 
support 


and appeals to him to re- 
main in office coming from 
all corners of the world, in- 
cluding President L y n d o n 
Johnson. 


"I have decided not to offer 


myself for another term as 
secretary general and to leave 
the Security Council unfet- 
tered regarding the choice" 
of his successor, he said. 


Thant himself remained at 


home with his family in the 
swank Riverdale section of 
the Bronx when his farewell 
statement was released. 


Those close to Thant said 


he felt trapped in the vice of 
power politics and was deep- 
ly concerned over the failure 
of his attempts at securing 
pace in Southeast Asia. 


"I must also confess to a 


sense of dissatisfaction with 
the fact that the organization 
has not yet achieved univer- 
sality of membership," Thant 
said. He had repeatedly 
warned that no 
meaningful 


discussions could be held on 
matters of peace and disarm- 
ament without the participa- 
tion of Communist China. 


He said he believed he was 


not alone in this feeling.

Pravda, the Soviet Commit 
•lit party newspaper, said an 
American withdraw*! f r o m 
Vietnam was needed before 
the two countries could wort 
together toward international 
accords. 


The party organ was reply- 


ing to Johnson's speeches at 
Arco, Idaho, last week. 


The Pravda article did not 


refer specifically to Johnson's 
proposal for U.S.-Soviet coop- 
eration toward a treaty to ban 
the spread of nuclear weap- 
ons. 


Instead it rejected the pos- 


sibility of improved U.S.-So- 
viet relations while the Viet- 
nam war continues and criti- 
cized Johnson's speech with- 
out telling its readers what 
the President said. But it was 
clear that the Soviets were 
rejecting Johnson's proposals. 


Johnson in his Idaho speech 


urged the Soviet Union to 
give op "tiie dogmas and vo- 
cabularies of the cold war" 
and join the United States in 
working toward international 
agreements despite "differ- 
ing values and the war in 
Vietnam." 


The President 
suggested 
that the United States and 
the Soviet Union could find 
a basis for a treaty to halt 
the spread of nuclear weap- 
ons.Pravda said: 


"The termination of the 


United State* aggression in 
Vietnam, the withdrawal of 
the American armed force 
from that country and the 
granting to the Vietnamese 
people of the legitimate right 
to settle their affairs them- 
selves in accordance with the 
decisions taken in Geneva in 
1954 are most argent." 
Pravda stressed that John- 


son made his bid while U.S. 
bombing raids on North Viet- 
nam were reaching record 
proportions.

cies is a good thing for Nebraska, why isn't 
some degree of consolidation at the rural re- 
tail level just as good? We believe that it is. 


True, there is not tne warfare among the 


rural districts that exists among the power 
supply districts. But there is no necessity for 


Nebraska to support 34 separate rural power 
districts, plus a few others not memb^fs of 
NREA.

Rural districts are destined to play 


an even greater role in the Nebraska 
power picture, even as farm population 
drops.

They will be called upon to serve more 


small towns if the proposed merger of the 
power supply 'districts should pull Consumers 
out of the retail business to some extent. 


Rural districts also will be serving more 


industrial customers in keeping with the Ne- 
braska pattern which encourages location of 
industry outside urban areas. This results in 
part from the state tax structure and in 
part from the undesirability of some agricul- 
tural processing operations, such as packing 
plants, inside the towns.

Nebraska's rural pover agencies can 


play a major role in the industrial as 
well as the agricultural development of 
the state. They should not jeopardize this 
potential by obstinance against reshaping 
their organizations into the most advan- 
tageous structure. 


Organizing Farm Workers

workers to select union representation might 
seem like a strictly local matter, but it could 
affect agricultural economics and the total 
public welfare throughout the nation.

Early reports on this election of the farm 


workers (grape pickers) give the victory to 
the AFL-CIO but the final outcome is pending 
a decision on 332 challenged ballots. 


There is little doubt that farm workers 


need some bargaining power. The U.S. La- 
bor Department has long been critical of 
farm management in California which for so 
many years used cheap Mexican labor. 


California employers of farm labor 


were indignant and uncooperative when 
the U.S. ended its bracero program which 
permitted temporary immigration of Mex- 
ican laborers for the perishable crops.

The government claimed that local la- 


borers were available if employers would pay 
the going wage. Management denied this and 
the unions have stepped into the breach. 


American concern is not that farm la- 


bor will become organized, but that a union 
with the reputation of the Teamsters under 
Hoffa will get control over the food industry. 
This union already has control of much of 
the transportation and some of the process- 
ing of food supplies. 


For this reason the election of farm work- 


ers in California is of vital interest to all 
consumers. The migrant worker has long 
been a part of the nation's underprivileged.

The hospital today exists for the rich, 
the poor, whose bills are largely paid by fed- 
eral and local (county welfare) funds, and 
that great mass of individuals, who, neither 
rich nor poor, find that the hospital bill al- 
ways pinches and threatens their margin of 
savings and economic reserves separating 
them from the poor.

More recently the hospital's role as a 


wi)r\shnp for the phjsician has been shjft'r.g 
to the planned and happenstance combina- 
tion that the hospital of today is the "cita- 
del and union depot" of total community 
health needs to which everyone has access.

And no one i« more aware of the trend 


—and perhaps more apprehensive of it—than 
the "doctors." 


The evolution Of the hospital as the 


"counterplace" whence total community health 
is dispensed is being nudged by the trends of 
both urban living and medical specialization. 


Only urban population can support true 


medical centers; and community hospital me- 
dical centers—such as the three at Bryan, 
Lincoln General, and on St. Elizabeth's draw- 
ing board plan—in turn become the physical 
monuments of the new modern urban central 
city. 


Valuable as the doctor's time is, the num- 


ber of his in-hospital calls, his total hours at 
the hospital, the expense of specialized lab- 
oratory and diagnostic procedures, all these 
dictate the inevitability of 'battery tests" on 
"diagnostic admissions" performed 
in the 


hospital. 


They also dictate certain "captive" space 


areas of medical practice in the 
hospitals 


such as radiology and pathology, as well as 
salaried education directors and full-time de- 
partment heads in Teaching Hospitals. 


Other doctors and patients find increas- 


ing convenience in treatment in the hospital 
emergency room and in outpatient "clinics" 
in an age in which the "doctor's home call" 
has largely become "out of style"! 


Whereas previously, doctor-hospital rela- 


tionships were necessarily cooperative a n d 
complimentary, now increasingly the Ameri- 
can Medical Association views with s o m e 
alarm the current tendencies of the hospital 
"to practice medicine" or make "unprofes- 
sional" contracts with doctors in hospitals. 
Plaguesome also to the doctors are the role of 
hospital as an intermediary for government 
in medicare and utilization committees. 


President Charles L. Hudson, M.D., pre- 


sident of the American Medical Association, 
perceives "an urgent need for a satisfactory 
solution to this somewhat thorny problem" 
to avoid the day "all physicians will not only 
be under contract to hospitals, but also un- 
der their domination and control."

The problem is increasingly complicated 


by insurance "third party payment" of the 
hospital and doctors bills. Who is paid for 
what and by what method are payments sen. 
arated?

"Doctor-hospital" 
relations are another 


one of those forms of sometimes 
difficult 


"human relations" problems of "day-to-day 
living." There undoubtedly will be many mu- 
tual annoyances, differences, and some occa- 
sional animosity. But inevitably the problems 
of this relationship must be resolved person- 
ally and locally. 


A hospital without either a hospital staff 


or a medical staff is simply unimaginable. 
Mutual doctor-hospital cooperation must be 
planned and assured if the goal is to be 
reached, of the hospital being the focal point 
of overall community health care. 


For it is equally 
unlikely that urban 


areas will turn away from the concept of 
the concentration of overall community health 
care around the place situs of the 'hospital 
in order to obtain for the community both the 
necessary quality of medicine and economies 
in its provision.

The chairman of the State 


Power Review Bd. warned Ne 
braska's rural power districts 
the board "may step on your 
toes" because board members 
do not intend to be a "rub- 
ber stamp" organization. 


Chairman William Norton 


made the comment in outlin 
ing the board's purposes a< 
the semi-annual meeting of 
the Nebraska Rural Electric 
Assn. (NREA). 


Norton said he and o t h e r 


board members have received 
considerable criticism f r o m 
some power agencies because 
they have tried to decide pow- 
er questions on the basis of 
"what is best for the state of 
Nebraska." 


But he warned that because 


the board recently -ruled in 
favor of a rural district and 
against the city of Schuyler 
in an industrial service area 
matter does not mean the 
board will always act as the 
rurals want. 


Norton said the majority of 


the board ruled jn favor of the 
rural system because Schuy- 
ler attempted by annexation 
to extend its service area in 
an "improper fashion." 


'Will Grow' 


But, 
he warned, municipal 


service areas "will continue 
to grow" a n d extend into 
areas now served by rurals. 


"You 
can't prevent mis if 


it is done in an orderly fash- 
ion," he said. 


In o t h e r action, NREA 


members passed resolutions 
dealing with power supply and 
other matters. 


One resolution urged Asst.

The resolution blamed the 


delay in signing the contract 
on "dilatory tactics" of the 
Nebraska Public Power Sys- 
tem (NPPS). 


Another resolution u r g e d 


the power board to grant the 
Loup River district authority 
to construct terminal facilities 
and a transmission line in the 
Grand Island vicinity only if 
all Nebraska power agencies 
are permitted to use the line. 


'Single Agency'

resolutions com- 


mended the activities of the 
power board and Democratic 
Rep. Clair Callan and recom- 
mended legislation for merg- 
ing Consumers, L o u p and 
Platte Valley districts into a 
single agency.

m e e t i n g , a disagreement 
broke out between G&T Presi- 
dent Raymond Mesner of Cen- 
tral City and Frank Hau- 
mont of Broken Bow, presi- 
dent of Custer Public Power 
Dist.

Washington (UPI)—The fed- 


eral government has finally 
admitted what Adam learned 
a long time ago—women are 
a problem. 


The government — at least 


the Equal Employment 
Op- 


portunity 
Commission — is 


worried about it. 


The eommlMtai H cliarged 


by law with wiping out Job 
discrimination. 


Ever since Congress voted 


in the Civil Rights Act of 1964 
to ban job discrimination for 
reasons of race, creed, na- 
tional origin, or sex, women 
have been registering an in- 
creasing n u m b e r of com* 


plaints with the commission, 
trying to break down the bar- 
riers that keep them from be- 
big welders, hod-carriers or 
truck drivers. 


Last year, 30% of all the 


job discrimination complaints 
filed with the commission in- 
volved sex. 


Kenneth Hoibert, acting di- 


rector of compliance for the 
commission, estimated s e x 
complaints would double this 
year. 


According to Hoibert, it is 


not a case of women seeking 
jobs entirely out of character 
with their physiques. The real 
problem centers on "work- 


week limitations, opportuni- 
ties for advancement and oth- 
er regulations set down by 
the 
individual 
states," he 


said. 


The biggest headaches for 


the cmnmlftkMi, which h«g 
no legal power to nullify state 
laws, come primarily from 
the more heavily industrial- 
ized states, which enacted 
laws as early as 1M0 to pro- 
tect worhiag women and chil- 
dren from sweatshop abuses. 


"We 
run 
into 
problems 


where an employer, because 
of his irregular production 
schedule and a state law lim- 
iting the number of hours a 


woman can work, wlil not 
hire women," Hoibert said.

tion, the commission called in 
representatives of 12 indus- 
trial states Wednesday to pre- 
sent its position and sound out 
reaction.

The new bill provides that 


by next July 1 the weight lim- 
it would go to 25 pounds, a 
year later to 30 and on July 
1, 1969 to 40 pounds. The 
measurement limit would be 
increased to 78 inches in 1970 
and to 84 inches in 1971. 


At smaller post offices, the 


present limits of 70 pounds 
and 100 inches would be re- 
tained. 


The new bill also would put 


into effect by next July 1 rate 
increases ave -aging a b o u t 
eight cents a parcel.

Two Killed, 
One Hurt 


Love Triangle 
Is Reported 


Aspen, Colo. r#) — Two 24- 


year-old women died and the 
estranged husband (formerly 
of Seward, Neb.) of one was 
stabbed critically in an ap- 
parent murder and suicide cli- 
maxing a love triangle, police 
reported. 


Police Chief Marion Scott 


gave this account: 


The estranged wife, Mrs. 


Sonja Griffin, apparently was 
waiting in the kitchen of a 
two-story residence when her 
husband, James, 30, and Gay 
Barbara Prior, formerly of 
East Hampton, Conn., entered 
the house through the front 
door. 


Miss Prior and Griffin were 


stabbed with a four-inch long 
bone handled hunting knife. 


Answering a disturbance 


call, officers found JVIiss Prior 
dead in the street in front of 
the residence with the knife 
protruding from her chest. 


Griffin was found in the 


house with stab wounds in the 
abdomen and the wrist and 
was reported in critical con- 
dition at an Aspen hospital. 


Several hours later Mrs. 


Griffin's body was found on 
the g r o u n d on the Castle 
Creek Road about four miles 
west of Aspen. 


She was shot in the chest by 


a 30.06 high-powered rifle that 
lay against her body. Her 
husband's jeep was nearby. 


Friends said Mr. and Mrs. 


Griffin, who had been married 
about three years, separated 
two weeks ago.

C. S. Griffin of Seward, Neb., 
had lived at Aspen about sev- 
en years. Miss Prior had been 
at Aspen about two years.

day, Sorensen identified edu 
cation as "the most signifi- 
cant responsibility of govern- 
ment in Nebraska." 


Tied to Tax Reform 


Willingness of young people 


to invest their lives here and 
willingness of industry to in- 
vest capital here will depend, 
he says, in large part upon 
the quality of education which 
we provide in Nebraska. 
"... Money spent on edu- 


cation r e p a y s itself many 
times over," he says, "both 
for the individual and for the 
economy as a whole." 


State aid to schools would 


be t i e d to "the program 
which I have proposed for (he 
thorough-going reform of our 
present 
chaotic, inequitable 


a n d antiquated tax struc- 
ture." 


Such a system of state aid, 


he says, would "work to al- 
leviate the property tax bur- 
den, and would provide equal 
educational opportunities for 
all our young people of this 
state." 


'Raise the Salaries' 


Pointing out that teachers' 


salaries are about $1,500 be- 
low those across the coun- 
try, the candidate proposes to 
"raise the salaries of teach- 
ers to the point that their 
buying power would be com- 
parable to t h a t of other 
states." 


A new and more "viable" 
s t a t e retirement plan, he 
says, is needed "to further 
discourage t h e outflow of 
t r a i n e d and prospective 
teachers from Nebraska." 


Today, the position paper 


states, the percentage of our 
elementary teachers with full 
c o l l e g e training has been 
raised to almost 50%, a tre- 
mendous improvement in a 
short period. 


"But we need only to see 


that 
this figure compares 


with 90% In Wyoming, Colo- 
rado, Missouri and Kansas to 
realize that we must continue 
to improve." 


State Staff 


The State Department of 


Education, according to Sor- 
ensen, "has not been pro- 
vided with adequate staff to 
permit it to take full advan- 
tage of the help now offered 
by the federal government. 


"Because of this, we have 


failed to receive no less than 
$2.8 million which might have 
been used for the education 
of boys and girls in our 
state." 


Bidding in a national mar- 


ket, 
however, the Department 


faces 
serious problems 
in 


hiring its curriculum person- 
nel, he notes. 


Scientific Research 


Sorensen sees the need to 


create a broad scientific re- 


search base under the aus- 
pices of state government, '-a 
base which would serve both 
to help secure national assist- 
ance in the development of 
scientific research and to aid 
the growth of industry in Ne- 
braska " 


"Research 
brings 
Indus* 


try," he states, "and industry 
and education together teavh 
the state U use its own re. 
source* U its best advan- 
tage." 


The paper compares Ne- 


braska with her neighboring 
states to show "how far we 
have fallen short in the de- 
velopment of programs of re- 
search that will bring federal 
funds": 


Nebraska, $5.563,000; Mis- 


souri, $385,378,000; Colorado 
$264,504,000; Minnesota, $72- 
474,000; Wyoming, $29,531,000; 
Iowa, $25,128,000; K a n s a s , 
$13,949,000; and South Da- 
kota, $12,463,000. 


Petition to 'Restrain* 
Warden Is Dismissed 


A petition filed by State Penitentiary inmate Jerry 


Erving Jr. asking that Warden Maurice Sigler be restrained 
from holding him in the prison's maximum security unit has 
been dismissed by U.S. Dist. Judge RobeVt Van Pelt. 


Erving, one of 11 inmates 


allegedly involved in a prison 
yard disturbance after a pri- 
son guard was beaten Aug. 
14, claimed his civil rights 
were violated because the 
punishment was based pri- 
marily on the fact he is Ne- 
gro. 


Judge Van Pelt ruled: "It 


is not shown 
that race 


had anything to do with the 
confinement. In fact, the op- 
posite appears true, namely, 
that race had nothing to do 
with the confinement as both 
white 
and 
Negro inmates 


were .confined." 


Following the beating of 


prison guard John 
Chopp, 


several inmates refused for 
some time to enter their cells 
as directed by the warden. 
The next day several were 
ordered confined to the maxi- 
mum security unit as1 punish- 
ment. 


Regarding the punishment, 


the judge also held that Erv- 
ing's suit "does not show 
any action taken by those in 


authority at the penitentiary 
that was not justified by the 
circumstances. 


Erving a l s o complained 


about the prison maximum 
security 
u n i t , 
which he 


termed "a hole." 


Judge Van Pelt said he 


"has 
examined 
personally 


the hole. It is not in any sense 
a hole. No part of it is under- 
ground. It is of relatively new 
construction. It is clean. It 
is a place of close confine- 
ment,' where each prisoner is 
separated from other prison- 
ers. 


"Its use in the cases that 


have been before this court 
has been within the proper 
range of the discretion 
.of 


those charged with adminis- 
tration at the penitentiary," 
he said.

adjust downward the discount 
rate wholesalers get for col- 
lecting 
Nebraska's cigaret 


tax. 


A legal opinion on that 


score was supplied the tax 
commissioner, Dworak said, 
by his chief legal assistant, 
William E. Peters. 


Most observers, including 


state senators, had believed 
the discount rate, now 5%, 
was set by statute, susceptible 
to change only through legis- 
lative action. 


'This Fall' 


Dworak s a i d he doubted 


whether the survey's results, 
following spot audits of the 
veracity of the returned data, 
would be in a position to be 
evaluated until sometime this 
fall. 


While the state sales tax on 


cigarets has been doubled 
since 1963, there's been no 
charge in the 5% discount 
rate. Wholesalers are per- 
mitted to keep 5% of all the 
tax they collect as a com- 
mission fee. 


In the fall of 1964, the State 


Agriculture Dept. made a sur- 
vey of w h o l e s a l e r s' tax 
stamp-impression costs. 
At 


the time, that agency was in 
charge of cigaret and motor 
fuel tax collections. 


The conclusion of the sur- 


vey was that some wholesal- 
ers were making a solid prof- 
it from the discount—then 5% 
of a 6c-per-pack tax — while 
others, usually small whole- 
salers, were not. 


Recommended for consid- 


eration was a discount rate 
structure graduated to give 
smallest operators the biggest 
commission break. Large-op- 
eration wholesalers w o u l d 
h a v e had a reduced rate. 
Massachusetts h a s adopted 
this arrangement. 


No Sympathy 


While the Ag Dept. report 


was circulated among some 
1965 
legislative circles, it got 


no sympathy from lawmakers 
instrumental in pushing the 
cigaret sales tax from 6c to 
the present 8c per pack. 


Dworak's office recently re- 


ported wholesalers held back 
a total $626,965 in 
commis- 


sions during fiscal 1966, com- 
pared to $518,403 in fiscal 
1965 
— when several million 


more packages of cigarets 
were taxed. 


T h e letter accompanying 


the questionnaire tells the 
wholesalers the cost informa- 
tion "will be used for study 
purposes on which to make 
possible future recommenda- 
tions to the Nebraska Legis- 
lature."
